Amend Hatch Act 


Washington D. C.—The House 
of Representatives 
on 
Monday 
January 16. passed a bill to amend 
certain provisions of the Hatch 
Act, which governs the political 
activities of federal employees. 
Chairm an Om ar 
Burleson, 
of 
the Committee on House Adminis­ 
tration which handled the legis­ 
lation. explained th at this bill HR 
3084. would free those state and 
local public employees now sub­ 
ject to the Act. and return them 
I to the full jurisdiction of their 
state or local employing agency. 
As the Hatch Act now operates, 
it applies to state and local em ­ 
ployees if their principal employ­ 
m ent or activity is financed, even 
in part, by federal fundds. 
Chairm an Burleson said. "The 
Federal Government all too oft- 
en intrudes too far into the rights 
and prerogatives of our state and 
local government operations, and 
this am endm ent to the H atch Act 
is a very desirable correction in 
this trend.” 
The proposal has been report­ 
ed to the Senate for further act­ 
ion.
